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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to the New York “ Tribune,” naval necessities in the 
Settee United States are such that the domestic manu- 
the Navy. facturers are unable to supply ordnance, 
ses projectiles, powder and torpedoes within a 
reasonable time. Rear-Admiral N. E. Mason, Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, in his annual report to the Secretary of the Navy, 
strongly urges legislation that will authorise the Department, 
when “it is to the manifest interest of the United States, to make 
purchases in limited quantities abroad, which material shall be 
admitted free of duty.” 

The torpedo situation, he says, is such that 100 of these weapons 
should immediately be bought abroad, while American manufac- 
turers are completing their present contracts and the Government 
factory is being put in running order. There is also urgent 
necessity for going abroad to obtain armour-piercing projectiles 
and range-finders, which American manufacturers are unable to 
produce. 

Rear-Admiral Mason finds it necessary to replace all the present 
8-inch and 12-inch guns by others of a later and stronger design, 
to admit of the use of smokeless instead of brown powder. An 
appropriation is asked for withdrawing these old guns and 
strengthening them with hoops at the muzzle, which is a weak 
point in them. 

Only two firms are attempting to furnish the Navy with projec- 
tiles of large calibre, and the deliveries are far behind, and the 
position far from satisfactory. For that reason authority is asked 
to buy such projectiles abroad.

PORT SOUDAN. 


‘The following notes on the development of Port Soudan, and the 
existing conditions there are taken from information furnished by 
the British Vice-Consul (Mr. B. W. Echlin) :-— 

The competition which resulted among steamship lines to bring 
goods to Port Soudan after the opening of the Nile—Red-Sea 
railway from Atbara in January last year gave rise for some 
months to what might almost be called a boom; this, in due 
course, was followed by a reaction ; two out of four of the British 
lines which began ceased to call altogether, and another now 
seldom puts in an appearance. 
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— —- 
- . 





It must be borne in mind that three-quarters of the goods 
brought into Port Soudan were destined for up-country: the 
remaining quarter, with the exception of a small fraction of general 
merchandise for local requirements, consisted chiefly of construc- 
tional work, machinery, bridge and crane sections, cement, bricks, 
girders, &c., consigned to the Government for the development of 
the town and harbour. 

From the very first not only the merchants at Port Soudan and 
up-country, but also shipowners and shippers seemed to have over- 
looked the fact that the Port had not been opened, but only the 
railway ; the former, not having been constructed, could hardly be 
considered to exist. 

As time went on the conditions improved somewhat. The 
stores were finished and goods were received there, though 
this brought forth complaints because vessels had to discharge at 
the temporary quays, and all cargo was sent by lighter to the new 
sheds, nearly half-a-mile distant, which was, of course, an additional 
expense. ‘The alternative being to leave the goods exposed to sun 
and rain, however, convinced those concerned that it was worth 
while to incur the extra charges and have their property protected. 
The railway line was carried on to the new stores, so that as much 
labour and handling of goods as possible was avoided. 

This is the actual state of affairs at present, and until the quay 
wall is completed, the ground behind filled in to proper level, 
and the electric cranes (which are erected and ready) run down to 
the five berths expected to be completed next March, no further 
improvement in dealing with cargo, or quicker despatch for 
steamers can be expected. When this takes place, the port may 
with perfect justice be considered open, and it will be well able to 
cope with the trade of the country, both import and export. Ship- 
owners can count on their vessels being despatched as quickly as 
in any Eastern port, but until these indispensable features of a 
harbour are in working order it is hardly fair to make comparisons. 

For those more directly interested in shipping, Mr. Echlin gives 
the following details obtained from the Controller of the Port :— 
All the navigational lights are completed and in working order. 
They will not be illuminated permanently until the quays are 
finished and the harbour opened, but on application to the Con- 
troller will always be lighted for any vessel arriving or leaving at 
night time. Qualified pilots meet all vessels outside the harbour, 
pilotage dues being compulsory. Two beacons, 15 feet high, con- 
sisting of an iron standard surmounted by a disc chequered black 
and white, have been erected on the reef immediately outside the 
harbour on the port hand of the Fairway entering. On the star- 
board hand an iron standard surmounted by a triangle painted 
chocolate has been placed. Beacons are also on Wingate reef 
bearing 4° N. 70° E. from Port Soudan.

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GERMAN TRADE IN PERSIA. 


The following statement respecting the proposed development of 
German trade in Persia is based on a series of articles contributed 
to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung ” by Dr. Grothe, a German commercial 
expert who recently visited Persia :— 

After discussing the geographical conditions and lines of com- 
munication of South-west Persia, the writer declares that, in view 
of the future influence in those regions which Germany will 
acquire by means of the Bagdad railway, and also in view of the 
growth of German shipping in the Persian Gulf, the district in 
question is one of great importance to German commercial 
interests. Hitherto, he says, South-west Persia has been neglected 
by Germans. There are but few German trading establishments 
in the district, and the writer urges that a business should be 
established at Kermanshah and Ispahan. Such an establishment 
would find an opening for the importation of European goods into 
Kermanshah, which has a central situation, and is therefore a good 
place for distribution. But it is not only in the import trade that 
such a house should concern itself. The export of carpets, wool, 
opium, and cotton from Ispahan would be a profitable undertaking. 
The province of Fars is rich in corn, tobacco, rice, and wine. The 
German chemical industry would find a good opening there by 
buying up land and cultivating the poppy and raising opium. It 
would also be an advantage were « German agent to be sent to 
Persia to encourage the import into that country of indigo and 
other dyes made in Germany. Such an agent should not bea 
merchant, but should have a thorough knowledge of the Persian 
carpet trade. He should make Ispahan his head-quarters, and 
establish sub-agencies at Hamadan, Sultanabad, Shiraz, and 
Kermanshah. A further field for German enterprise would be the 
establishment of a transport system for the carriage of goods along 
the Khanekin-Kermanshah-Hamadan, Sultanabad-Tehran, and 
Bushire-Shiraz-Ispahan roads. Such a system would be most 
beneficial, since Persian trade suffers much from the irregularity of 
the caravan service. If the German Orient Bank opens branches 
in the southern towns, the activity of German industries will 
receive a valuable impulse. 
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COTTON CULTIVATION IN THE GERMAN COLONIES. 

H.M. Embassy at Berlin have forwarded a translation of extracts 
from the 9th Annual Report of the ‘* Kolonialwirtschaftliche 
Komitee” on cotton cultivation in the German Colonies which 
gives the results of the work in the various colonies in 1906-7 :— 

In Togo the harvest of 1905-6 preseces 857 bales of 250 kg. 
each: that of 1906-7 is estimated at 1,250 bales of the same weight. 
The Committee guaranteed a price of 30 pfennig (323d.) per pound 
of cleaned cotton. Good progress has been alle in ploughing 
experiments. In Cameroon the Committee have prepared a 
programme for encouraging native cultivation of cotton by provi- 
dling seeds, ploughs, machines, &c., but little can be done till the 
railway from Hikory to Manenguba is built. In German East 
Africa there is plenty of crown land suitable for cotton growing, 
which is therefore carried on not only in small allotments and by 
natives, but also in European style. Artificial irrigation is 
urgently required but the land is so cheap that expenses for heavy y 
irrigation could well be borne. The harvest of 1906 amounted to 
732 bales of 500 pounds each: that of 1907 only commenced in 
September and cannot yet be estimated. The natives get from 
30 to 40 pfennigs (3%d-5d.) per pound of raw cotton. Several 
companies have leased large tracts of land from the Government 
and have commenced planting. 

The report also gives a table showing the sums subscribed by 
members of the cotton industry to assist the Committee in its 
labours. ‘The members of the Association of Cotton Manufacturers 
have been advised by the Committee of the Association to subscribe 
10 per cent. of their accident insurance premiums for this object 
during three years, and a sum of 12,500/. (4,160/. a year) has thus 
been raised. This by no means covers the requirements of the 
Committee, but it is stated in the Press that other industrial 
associations have realized the universal importance of the work and 
have also subscribed towards it. 

In this connexion H.M. Embassy reports that the German 
Home Office Estimates last year included for the first time a sum 
(2,5002.) to be devoted to the promotion of cotton cultivation, and 
it is said that a similar sum will appear in this year’s estimates, 
and will be devoted to the financing of an exhibition of machines 
used in the cultivation of cotton, to be held in April next. 
Cotton gins and cotton presses are to be exhibited with a view to 
German machinery makers seeing them and learning to build 
them for themselves. There was an idea of exhibiting cotton also, 
but this was given up on the ground that the excellence of the 
cotton produced in the German Colonies is already universally 
recognized, and’ it is now merely a question of doing everything 
possible to increase the production. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. IN..POLAND. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul-General at Warsaw (Mr. A. P. Murray) reporting on the 
condition of trade and industry in Poland in October last,” from 
which the following particulars are extracted :— 

“The metallurgical industry is still in a very bad way, and the 
prospects for the future are very gloomy. 

“Apart from the trouble with the workers common to all 
industries in Poland, the demand for iron has decreased and the 
cost of production increased on account of the higher price of fuel. 
‘lo this must be added the great difficulty and frequent impossi- 
bility of getting coke regularly and in sufficient quantities from 
Silesia, whence it all has to be imported. 

‘‘The demand for iron for construction works, machine works 
and various metal factories, for want of. new orders, is not more 
than 45 per cent. of the usual amount. IJt is hoped that next year 
the Vistula railway will place considerable orders for rails and 
bridges, but nothing certain is yet known. A Warsaw firm 
secured the orders for the iron work required for three new sugar 
factories built this year in the provinces, and factories which make 
iron for bedsteads have been able to keep going on orders from 
Central Russia. 

‘‘ Tron dealers have ceased to stock iron and only order as orders 
are placed with them. Such ironworks as are not shut down are 
working only three or four days a week. 

‘The production of the different ironworks in. Poland during 
the first six months of the year was not much less than during the 
first six months of last year, but one-third of their production 
remained in stock. 

‘There has been a considerable export lately to Germany of 
waste from the different works containing a certain percentage of 
ore which the Polish works did not think it worth while to extract, 
but which now is being exported to Germany to the works there. 

‘A heavy burden on all industry in Poland, already nearly 
crushed by the increased cost of labour, is the high price of coal 
and the practical certainty that it will in future be even still 
higher. The reason‘for this is that the Warsaw-Vienna railway 
has hitherto been permitted to charge a higher rate for the carriage 
of coal than the other railways in the Empire. ‘These other rail- 
ways having now obtained permission to charge the same rate as 
the Warsaw-Vienna railway, this latter has in its turn applied for 
permission to still further advance its rates, and it is stated cn 
good authority that the Ministry of. Finance have promised to give 
their consent. Hitherto the Warsaw-Vienna railway was the only 
one in the Empire which was not run at a loss, but it has not paid . 
a dividend for the last two years and shows no.prospects of being:

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able to do so this year. Practically all the remainder of the rail- 
ways in the country belonging to the Crown, the Ministry can only 
welcome an increase of tariff which would somewhat diminish the 
loss on their exploitation, so there is no hope that the tariff for 
coal may be reduced again. 

“For the above reason the mines prefer to send coal from 
Dombrowa by the Vistula rather than the Vienna railway, another 
reason being that the Vistula railway carries the coal in closed 
trucks whereas the Vienna railway carries it on open trucks from 
which theft is systematic, trucks not infrequently arriving at 
Warsaw minus ]0 per cent. of their load. 

“The price of coal for domestic purposes in Poland is this year 
higher than ever and will be the cause of great suffering amongst 
the poorer classes of the population during the winter. The reason 
of this is not the want of coal but simply the action of speculators 
who control the supply of coal to the principal towns. Various 
attempts have been made by the authorities to ensure a supply of 
coal at a moderate rate for the poorer portion of the population, 
but they have not been able to interfere to any great extent with 
the action of the coal merchants. 

‘The position of the textile industry in Poland is going from 
bad to worse. Not only is the disorganization of labour as great: 
as ever, but buyers who used to get their supplies in Poland have 
now learnt to rely on other manufacturing centres: moreover 
the increased cost of production admits of the importation of com- 
paratively low counts of yarns and of manufactured goods which, 
in spite of the high duty, can be sold here at a price considerably 
lower than that at which they can now be manufactured in the 
country. 

‘In spite of the usual autumn demand for woollen goods, : 
factories are working only three or four days in the week: more- 
over it must be remembered that their output, owing to the 
shorter working day and to the idleness of the workers, is not 
more than two-thirds of what it was previously. 

“To give an idea of the changed conditions of the woollen 
industry in Poland since 1904, the price of woollen yarn has 
gone up 60 per cent. and the demand for woollen goods has 
decreased by 50 per cent. The pay of a skilled hand has gone up 
from 9 roubles a week for an 113 hours’ day to 15 roubles a week 
for a 10 hours’ day. The pay of a boy has gone up from 2°50 
roubles to 5 roubles a week, and the workers are now claiming a 
further advance of 75 per cent. for skilled workers and 100 per 
cent. for boys. Besides this, no discipline can be maintained in 
the works. . 

“There is now consequently a large import from Germany of 
woollen goods’ which previously were unable to compete with 
local prices. A great deal of these are shoddy goods, but they 
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command a good price as they are of foreign origin, and every- 
thing foreign is supposed to be of superior quality. 

‘Trade with the Empire is falling off more and more, and 
the only markets remaining faithful to Polish manufactures are 
the neighbouring Lithuanian Governments, where industry is 
little developed. 

“The men openly declare that their object is to ruin their 
present employers, when, they say, they will get the factories and 
all become rich. It is no use arguing with them or trying to 
point out the folly of such an idea. The belief is general amongst 
them and is firmly held. Under these circumstances, as the pros- 
perity of industry in Poland depends entirely on a plentiful supply 
of good and cheap labour, it is difficult to foresee any improvement 
in the near future. . . . (see below). 

‘Little has been done in the way of public works in the 
provincial towns lately. At Sosnowice, however, the much needed 
paving of the streets has at last been carried out and the lighting 
very much improved. Lodz is still waiting for its water supply and 
proper drainage, but, owing to the impoverishment of the town 
through the labour troubles and consequent depression of industry, 
there is no prospect of these being carried out yet awhile. 

“The Germans are negotiating with the Russian Government 
for the establishment of a Consulate at Lodz. They certainly need 
one, for the number of German residents and the importance of 
German industries are very great. 

“In consequence of the general industrial depression and 
disturbed state of the country there is little or nothing to be 
heard of new works or of the extension of old ones. A bent-wood 
furniture factory at Kielce, which will commence work very shortly, 
and three new sugar refineries are almost the only exceptions.”

‘‘ prejudice to the views held by each of them as to the interpreta- 
“tion of the ‘ most-favoured-nation’ Article of the Convention of 
‘‘Commerce between the two countries signed at London on the 
“ 3rd July, 1815, mutually agree as follows :— 

“1. In order to facilitate the clearance through the Customs 
“ Department of the United Kingdom of samples of dutiable goods 
‘ brought into the territory of the United Kingdom by commercial 
travellers of the United States of America, such samples being 
‘‘ for use as models or patterns for the purpose of obtaining orders, 
and not for sale, His Majesty’s Government agrees that the 
marks, stamps, or seals placed upon such samples by the Customs 
‘authorities of the United States of America at the time of 
exportation, and the officially attested list of such samples, 
‘containing a full description thereof issued by the proper 
‘authority, shall be accepted by the Customs officials of the 
‘United Kingdom as establishing their character as samples, and 
‘‘ exempting them from inspection on importation, except so far as 
may be necessary to establish that the samples produced are those 
‘enumerated on the list. The Customs authorities of the United 
Kingdom may, however, affix a supplementary mark to such 
‘samples in special cases where they may think this precaution 
necessary. 
“ 2. The Government of the United States of America agrees to 
extend to the United Kingdom the special reduction of duty on 
‘‘ paintings in oil or water colours, pastels, pen and ink drawings, 
and statuary, being the product of the industry of the United 
Kingdom, authorized under section 3 of the Tariff Act of the 
“‘ United States, approved the 24th July, 1897.° 
“3. This Agreement shall continue in force until six months 
from the date when either party shall notify the other of its 
intention to terminate it.”

RUSSIA. 

With reference to the notice which appeared at pp. 321-2 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for the 14th Novem- 
ber, on the subject of the fines imposed by the 
Russian Customs Authorities on account of 
clerical errors in bills of lading or other ship's 
papers, the Board of Trade desire to draw 
attention to the fact that a period of two months from the date of 
notification of the fine by the Customs is now allowed within 
which to present a petition to the Ministry of Finance for a 
remission or reduction of the penalty. The period of three weeks 
tixed by the Russian Customs Regulations was extended to two 
months by the Russo-German Commercial Convention of 1904 ; 
and British exporters benefit by this concession in virtue of the 
most-favoured-nation clause of the Anglo-Russian Treaty of 1859.

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RUSSIA—ITALY. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
a copy of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between Russia and Italy, which was signed at 
St. Petersburg on the 15th/28th June last. 
This ‘treaty provides for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards import and export duties and 
generally as regards the Customs régime of merchandise imported 
into one country from the other, with the following exceptions :— 


New Treaty of 
Commerce and 
Navigation. 


1. The favours accorded at present or which may in future be 
accorded to other bordering States in order to facilitate frontier 
traffic. . 


2. The favours relative to importation or exportation which are 
accorded at present or which may hereafter be accorded to the 
inhabitants of the Government of Archangel, as also with regard 
to the northern and eastern coasts of Asiatic Russia (Siberia) ; but 
imports from Italy into these territories are to benefit by all Customs 
facilities accorded to imports from European States or from North 
America. 


8. The special stipulations contained in the Treaty between 
Russia and Norway and Sweden of 26th April/Sth May, 1838; and 


4. The special stipulations relative to the trade with the Asiatic 
States and countries bordering on Russia. 


However, it is agreed that all favours other or greater than those 
at present in operation, which may in future be accorded by Russia 
to one of the bordering Asiatic countries in respect of svlh 
(Nos. 180(2)-(4), and 185(1) of the Russian Customs Tariff), and 
in respect of oranges, lemons, and bitter oranges (No. 6(2) of the 
Russian Customs Tariff) shall be extended to similar Italian pro- 
ducts, except only as regards direct importations for internal con- 
sumption into the Russian provinces of the Amour, Maritime, and 
‘lransbaikal. 


Annexed to the Treaty are two schedules (Tariffs A. and B.) 
specifying respectively the maximum duties leviable on certain 
Russian products on importation into Italy, and on certain Italian 
products on importation into Russia. The following is a transla-

rate of duty. These certificates should be issued by the exporting 
Customs office in the country of origin, or a magistrate at the place 
of export, or the Roumanian Consul at that place, and should show 
the number and kind of packages, their numbers and marks, the 
nature and weight of the goods, the place of their manufacture and 
the name of the exporter. Only consignments accompanied by 
such certificate may benefit by the conventional tariff.

Wines, lard, and all other alimentary products condemned by 
the National Laboratory will be destroyed, and a fine of 500 
milreis (about 31/. 5s.) will be imposed on the importers. 

Wines and alimentary products are considered harmful to public 
health, and condemned, when they contain boric or salicylic acid, 
inferior alcohol, free mineral acids—sul]phuric, sulphurous, nitric or 
hydrochloric—-sulphites, alum, alkaline fluorates and fluorsilicates, 
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saccharine, salts of strontium, lead, zine, tin, arsenic, antimony, 
sulphate of potash, to the extent of 2 grammes per litre of wine 
(except in the case of wines of an alcoholic strength exceeding 20 
degrees, for which the limit is 4 grammes per litre) ; in beers: hop 
substitutes such as absinthe, bitter quassia, colchicum, picrotorina, 
colocynth, nux-vomica, picric acid, aloes, and essences prepared 
with fatty ethers, colouring matters derived from coal tar or with 
basis of lead, mereury, copper, arsenic, antimony, barium or any 
other substance which is or may in future be recognised as harmful 
to health. 

In any case, the importation of artificial wines is prohibited, 
even when they do not contain harmful substances, and they will 
be destroyed if not re-exported within a period to be fixed by the 
Customs inspector, 

Cognacs, whiskies, rums, gins, and other imported alcoholic 
beverages, natural or imitation, will be condemned as harmful 
to health when they contain more than three grammes (in round 
numbers) of poisonous impurities, aldehydes, fatty ethers, furfurol, 
superior alcohol, acetic acid, &c., per 1,000 grammes of alcohol at 
100° , OF 1:50 grammes of the same per 1,000 grammes of alcohol 
at 50”. 

The importation of alcoholic beverages containing absinthe or 
any other harmful essences is prohibited by the Budget Law dated 
30th December, 1905.

BRITISH INDIA—BURMA. 


According to the “ Indian Trade Journal ” the Deputy Commissioner 
of the Ruby Mines District of Burma (Mr. E.C. 
Tourmaline Mines. S. George) has compiled a memorandum on the 
tourmaline mines of Maingnin, in which he 
states that the mines worked at present are situated round the 
small Palaung hamlet of Sanka, about a mile east of Maingnin. 

Tourmaline is found in separate crystals in the interstices of 
hard granitic-looking rock. The chief methods employed by the 
native miners are :—(a) The ordinary Z'winlén method of sinking 
a vertical shaft about 4 or 5 feet square ; and (b) the Myaw system 
of hydraulic washing away of the hill side till a vein is met with. 

The cause of the fluctuations in the industry lies in the fact that 
the tourmaline crystals are only found intermittently in the vein. 
Adjoining Twinléns give absolutely different results, and it is cal- 
culated that at least two-thirds of the shafts sunk yield nothing 
at all, while only an occasional one can be called rich. Of the 62 
Twinléns working at the time of Mr. George’s visit, only three were 
yielding, and of these only one had traces of the best quality stone. 
‘The ‘ veins” are fairly deep, none having ever been obtained at a 
depth of less than nine fathoms, while an ordinary depth is 40 or 
50 cubits. It is said that the vein rarely if ever shows an outcrop, 
and it is a matter of pure speculation where to dig. There have 
been three finds, each of which causeda rush. The first was about 
seven years ago at Hpai Baing (Milaunggoén). The next took 
place a year or two later at Htaukat between Milaunggén and 
Sanka, and then in 1905 a vein near Sanka village was struck, 
which caused the recent increase of population in Maingnin. 
but though the area within 100 yards of the original shaft is 
honey-combed with pits only three are yielding. 

All tourmaline found is divided into three classes: (1) Ahiet 
yay, the best light pink coloured ; (2) Ahka (waist or side), which 
is of a darker colour generally and has the lower portion of the 
crystal’s length discoloured brown to black; and (3) Stnzi or 
Amyt (tail), which includes all fragmentary crystals of whatever 
colour or water which are imperfect or of a small size. The pur- 
chaser bids for the two better kinds only, and the sinzi is 
thrown in for nothing. The stones are sold by weight, ahtet yay 
fetching from Rs.1,200 to Rs. 1,500 per viss, while ahka fetches 


about Ks. 500 for that quantity. 
Viss = 32 Ib. 





ROUMANIA. 


H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop) has forwarded an 
abstract of a Report by the Chief of the General 
Statistical Department, on the Agricultural 
Machinery and Implements used in Roumania, 
from which the following is taken :—The total capital invested-in 


Agricaltural 
Machinery. 
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agricultural machinery and implements is about 210,000,000 frs, 
(8,400,000/.), viz., portable engines (84,000,000 frs.), threshers 
(23,000,000 frs.), ploughs (25,000,000 frs.), and carts and wagons 
(87,000,000 frs.). 

The number of steam ploughs, which are coming into more 
frequent use, is 55, with a power of 1,172 h.p. There are 4,539 
portable ‘engines of 47,861 h.p., driving 4,585 threshers, 1,258 
maize-cleaning machines, besides hay cutters, hay presses, dc. 
There are in addition 357 portable engines used at mills. The 
number of ploughs of all kinds is 517,463, while there are 448,260 
harrows, and 11,924 implements for sowing. Among the 18,451 
harvesters in use, only 4,335 have binders attached, a very large 
number being owned by small cultivators. Of reapers there are 
1,169, of potato pickers 39, of beetroot gatherers 62, of hay turners 
168, and of mechanical rakes 1,323. Carts and wagons represent 
over 40 per cent. of the capital invested in machinery and 


implements. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


According to a report by the United States Geological Survey, the 
Platinum production of platinum in the United States in 
einen tes 1906 exceeded, as regards both quantity and 
1906 value, that for any previous year, amounting to 
1,439 oz. valued at 45,189 dols. This was an 
increase over 1905 of more than four-fold in quantity and more 
than eight-fold invalue. The high price of platinum has exercised 
a beneficial effect upon production, in that platiniferous gold dust 
has been received with more favour in the United States mints, so 
that the quantity of platinum recovered in gold refining has 
exceeded all previous records. A greatly increased production may 
be expected from California and Oregon. Reliable reports have 
been sent in to the Geological Survey, and even reliable assays 
made, showing the occurrence of platinum in certain copper-nickel 
ores in South Western Utah and in Kastern Nevada. 


According to the ‘‘ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York), 
the technological branch of the United States 
Senmiitientn Geological Survey recently published the results 
caiee of “4 of preliminary investigations upon the gas- 
‘producing powers of peat, and gave definite 

information as to the performance of this substance in gas 
producers. The first test described was somewhat inconclusive in 
that the five tons of material shipped to the testing plant was 
not sufficient to permit building up a fuel bed, and Illinois coal 


Investigation of 
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was used for this purpose. Accordingly, it is uncertain just what 
part was played by the coal in the conversion of the peat into gas. 

A more satisfactory test was made on peat from Orlando, Fla. 
This peat showed a shrinkage of 45 per cent. in bulk and 85 per 
cent. in weightin drying. The briquettes used were approximately 
3 by 6 by 15 in. and enough were available to allow a 54-hours 
test after building up the bed and making the prelininary trial. 
The total consumption of peat during the run amounted to 
29,250 lb. or about 585 lb. per hour. The producer gas obtained 
had a calorific value of 175 B.t.u. per cubic ft. It contained 
18°5 per cent. hydrogen and was comparatively low in nitrogen, 
having only 45:5 per cent. 

In using peat in gas producers more or Jess inconvenience arises 
from the fact that peat is very light. Firing must therefore be 
persistent, and in consequence, the amount of peat required to 
generate one horse-power is considerably greater than in the case 
of coal or of lignite. 

In testing peat briquettes under boilers it was not possible to 
prolong the trials as much as was desired, but the results obtained 
were satisfactory as far as they went. No difficulty was found in 
keeping the boiler up to its rated capacity. The peat delivered a 
calorific value of 10,082 B.t.u. per lb. of dry peat as compared 
with 14,436 B.t.u. for West Virginia coal. The amount of peat 
burned per hour for each unit of electrical horse-power output was 
6°98 lb. against 3°45 lb. for West Virginia coal. The principal 
difficulty in using peat for steam generation as indicated by these 
figures arises from its lightness which demands persistent, steady 
firing. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PHILIPPINES. 


According to the “ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York), 
several small sulphur deposits of the solfatara 
Sulphur Deposits. type in the Philippine islands may possibly 
become of economic importance. ‘The most 
important deposits so far reported are those known as San Antonia 
and Santa Rosalia, situated on the slopes of Mount Guiron on the 
island of Biliran. 

In marketing sulphur from these deposits, says the “ Journal,” 
the price of Japanese sulphur at Manila, which is about 50 pesos 
per ton, would have to be met. With present transportation 
facilities it is calculated that the cost of delivering refined sulphur 
to Manila would be about 37 pesos per ton in the case of the San 
Antonio deposit, while the costs in the cases of the other solfataras 
is estimated to be above the price of Japanese ‘sulphur.

BRITISH INDIA—~BURMA. 


The “ Pioneer Mail” (Allahabad) states that, according to official 
reports, recent experiments in tobacco cultiva- 
tion in 21 districts in Burma and in the Shan 
States have not been very encouraging. In 
four districts successful results were obtained, 
namely, in Myitkyina, Toungoo, Tharrawaddy, and Minbu, but in 
four others—Hanthawaddy, Bhamo, Henzada, and the Western 
Sub-Division of the Southern Shan States—only partial successes 
are recorded, while in the remainder the experiments were a 
complete failure. The failures were due either to seeds not 
germinating or to destruction by floods or insects, and in a tew 
cases to carelessness on the part of the cultivator. In the first, 
case it is thought that the seed may have been at fault rather than 
the soil, and in future all importations of seed will be thoroughly 
tested before they are issued to the cultivators. The tobacco 
experimented with was Havana and Virginian, and the remarkable 
success achieved—especially with Havana seed—in some districts 
leads to the belief that failures in similar districts must have been 
due to carelessness or indifference, or, as already mentioned, bad 
seed. The official verdict is that the experiments were “ not at all 
encouraging.”

produced at the Government Tobacco Factory, Zoutpansberg, 
which are offered for local consumption only. Endeavours are 
however being made to effect improvements in the leaf, aroma, &c., 
of the existing qualities, with a view to the preparation of suitable 
articles for export. 
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NORTHERN NIGERIA, 


The following details relating to certain economic products in 
Northern Nigeria are extracted from the report on that Colony for 
1906-7, recently issued by the Colonial Office :— 


There are various varieties of tobacco grown for local consumption 

only, but there are extensive areas available for 

Tobacco. its cultivation. In the future a large export of 

this may be expected, but exhaustive experi- 

ments will have to be made of the various kinds grown locally as 

well as with imported seeds, so that a selection of the kind most 
suitable to the country may be settled. 


Ground-nuts are found throughout the Protectorate and could be 
grown for export in immense quantities. They 
Ground Nuts. § grow only in the various belts of forest along 
the streams, and the quantity produced is not 

sufficient to meet the requirements for food purposes. 


Shea butter trees are found in great quantities in many parts of 
the Protectorate, especially in Nupe, Zaria, and 
Shea Butter. Nassarawa. Most of this product goes to waste 
for lack of transport or for lack of population to 

gather it. 


Gum arabic is found in quantity in the Northern Hausa States and 
in Bornu, where large forests of the trees are 

Gum Arabic. found; very little of the gum is collected 
however. The gum freely exudes from the stem 

and branches during the dry season and coagulates at once, 
generally forming pear-shaped globules of a beautiful amber colour 


Thousands of acres, at a nominal rental, could be rented from the 
Government for the purpose of growing rubber, 

Rubber. with ground equal to any in the world, but no 

one applies or tries to take advantage of this 

privilege. 25,000 rubber trees (Funtumia elastica) were planted 
last year in the Lokoja Government Plantation; of these 6,000 
died during the dry season. After the next rains the remaining 
19,000 should be strong enough to resist the rigours of the dry 
season: all the gaps will be filled up and another 40 acres are to 
be planted out from the nurseries where the following rubber 
seedlings are grown and given to residents to experiment with, and 





Castilloa elastica, Para rubber and Ceara rubber. 


This year (1907) a considerable amount of this fibre was to be 

planted for export, and as it grows like a weed, 

Farin Rama. and the samples sent to the Niger Company at 

Ibi are reported upon as excellent, it is probable 

that the cultivation of this article will prove a source of wealth in 
the future. 

Beeswax could be got in large quantities, especially from the 

pagan communities, where bee keeping is

Indian and 10,718 bales British West African). As regards exports, 
the figures are, for the week ended the 19th December, 13,688 bales, 
and for the fifty-one weeks, 484,796 bales.

H.M. Consul at Corunna (Mr. C. M. Trayner) reports the opening 
of a factory for the manufacture of sardine oil, 
New Factory for and the making of chemical manures from fish 
manufacture of refuse. The business, which is owned by a 
Sardine Oil and 
company composed of the trawler owners in 
Ghemieal Mannres Corunna, is under the management of a foreman 
at Corunna. who has had experience in this work at Hull. 
Glue is also to be a product of the new factory. The machinery 
which has been brought from Belgium, consists of a small engine 


and boilers.

H.M. Representative at Bangkok has forwarded a copy of the 
Currency and Report on the Budget of Siam for 1907-8, pub- 
Dichenan lished by the Siamese Ministry of Finance, in 
which it is stated that during the year ended 31st 

March, 1907, the course of exchange varied considerably, ranging 
between ls. 2°9d. on the 3rd April, 1906, for Bank demand drafts 
to 1s. 5°7d. on the Ist March, 1907, with an average for the year of 
about 1s. 3°9d., or just over 15 ticals tothe pound. The reason for 
this wide variation is to be sought in the fact that, owing to the 
unexpected rise in the price of bar silver, the Government was 
compelled to reconsider its policy as to the ultimate value at which 
the tical was to be fixed, under the scheme initiated in November, 
1902, for placing the currency on a gold basis (see pp. 320-21 of 
the ‘* Board of Trade Journal ” of the 12th February, 1903, and p. 38 
of the lst January, 1903). The official value of the tical was raised 
by successive stages from something under Is., when the mint was 
closed to free coinage, to 1s. 3d., or 16 ticals to the pound, in 
November, 1905, the latter rate becoming actually effective in the 
following January. At that time there was no intention of raising 
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the rate further, but owing to the upward movement of silver 
the Government were compelled, in order to protect the tical, 
to advance their selling price, first to 1s. 4d. in August, 1906, 
and again to ls. 6d. (or 134 ticals to the pound) in November of 
the same year. With a tical at ls. 3d. all profit on mintage 
ceases if bar silver is at a price of 30°85d. per ounce, while with a 
1s. 4d. tical the no-profit price is about 32°89d. per ounce. Both 
these limits were exceeded by the actual silver quotations during 
the months May to November of last year, while even after the 
rate had been raised to ls. 4d. the intrinsic value of the tical was 
at one time within 5 per.cent. of its export price—allowance being 
duly made for freigkt and insurance charges. In these circum- 
stances it was considered advisable to advance the rate at once to 
ls. 6d., which makes the tical safe until silver is quoted at about 
383d. per ounce, rather than disturb the market by frequent small 


chan ges. 





PARAGUAY, 


The Board of Trade have received from a reliable source intorma- 
a tion —_ sang that negotiations have been 
Per «saree — ing for some time past’ between the 
araguayan Government and a group of Franco- 
Swiss financiers for the purpose of reaching an “arrangement by 
which, with the help of foreign capital, the Paraguay an monetary 
system may be put upon a more stable basis than is at present the 
case. Itis said that an understanding was arrived at during : 
recent visit ‘which Sefor Soler, the Paraguayan Minister of 
Finance, paid to Buenos Ayres. Full details of the scheme are 
not yet available, but it 1s understood that an arrangement has 
been made for the establishment of a mixed Bank at Asuncion, with 
a capital of 20,000,000 gold dollars (about 4,000,0001.), of which 
the Paraguayan Government is to subscribe one-third, with the 
power of issuing notes against a gold fund and the obligation of 
converting the circulating paper currency at a rate to be fixed 
later. 
The arrangement requires the sanction of the Paraguayan 


yovernment.

(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first eleven months of 1907 was 246,069, as 
compared with 208,321 during the corresponding period of 1906. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that left the United Kingdom for places out of Europe 
exceeded the number of passengers that arrived in the United 
Kingdom from places out of EKurope by 366,888 during the first 
eleven months of 1907, as compared with a similar excess of 
325,909 during the corresponding period of 1906.

Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of firms abroad engaged 
in particular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender. Sources of Supply, Prices, 
&c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates’ of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &. There 
is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in addition 
to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, 
the Colonies, &., are exhibited from time to time. The Govern- 
ments of India, Canada, and Queensland, also the Governments 
of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have established, 
in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, at 73, 
Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade matters 
(see below). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs. Wyman & Sons, 
Ltd., Fetter Lane, E.C.; in Edinburgh to Messrs. Oliver & Boyd ;
